Out of court settlement rejected by Elba council 


The first regular meeting of the 
new Elba City Council was held 
Monday at 5:15 p.m. with all 
members present. 

The business was routine except 
for a 45-minute executive session 
concerning the pending lawsuit filed 
several months ago by former po- 
lice officer Michael Patrick. 

The council met with City At- 
torney Mark Vaughan who told the 
group of a proposed settlement offer 
of the $250,000 civil rights law- 
suit he had received from the Mont- 
gomery attorney representing the 
man. Vaughan noted the case could 


be settled with four conditions: Pur- 
ting the man back on the police 
force; paying back pay of $4800; 
legal fees of $5800 and damages for 
mental anguish of $7500. 

Attorney Vaughan noted Patrick 
was an honorable man and had more 
than his part in cooperating with 
the pre-trial work. He said however 
that if the case goes to trial, he is 
ready at any time. 

Vaughan then added an opinion 
that "if the man did come back he 
ought to have some back pay" and 
"The city ought to pay his attorney 
fees, even though these may be on

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
has held two meetings recently.

The regular meeting was held 
on Tuesday evening and the board 
revieweduthe financial condition and 
approved payment of bills totaling 
$17,616.62. 

Board members heard a request 
from the electric department for an 
additional lineman and for replace- 
ment of a 1967 truck used for lifting 
light poles into place. Both recom- 


mendations were taken under advise- 
ment. 

The continuing losses on rural 
water prompted a suggestion that a 
Study be made on the possibility of 
going up on these utility users. 

A discussion on the policy for 
handling delinquent accounts led to 
the formal adoption of a policy of 
late on the 15th with a $5 late fee 
after that and pull meters on the 
20th. Reviewing the list of unpaid 
accounts, some dating back seven 
months, board members went on 
record as being opposed to this 
practice. 

Moore noted that within the last 
week letters have been sent to all 
these accounts informing them 
these bills would be collected by 
whatever means necessary including 
going to small claims court. He 
said the response to these letters had 
been good enough to collect several 
thousand dollars of late utility 
charges.

New Street Superintendent Jerry 
Brown was introduced to the coun- 
cil. Monday was his first day on the 
job. 

A list of projects for the city to 
work on was submitted to the coun- 


cil by Earl McCollough. The eight 
points in his prepared statement in- 
cluded some highway work but also 
included the need for a recreation 
area at Hawkins-Williams Park, en- 
closing the open shed at Legion 
Field for use by the Singles Club 
and other groups and placing of 
Christmas decorations on Smith 
Avenue. Also was a proposal that 
the old swimming pool be convert- 
ed into a skate board ramp. 

Following his presentation, 
Council member Eddie Vaughan 
said the list was important and he 
had heard many of these same 
things while he was campaigning. 
He suggested the list be held and 
work begin on some of the projects 
as soon as possible. He was espe- 
cially interested in the proposal of a 
bike trail to the city parks. 

A resolution to the state high- 
way department was approved urg- 
ing the completion of work on 
Straightening Highway 84 from the 
end of Davis to Dorsey Trailers.

The immedi- 
ate project being supported by the 
Chamber is cleaning up of Elba. 
Mayor Fred Moore appointed Vau- 
ghan, Brunson and Gladys Yelver- 
ton to a committee working with 
the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee on this project.

Blair answered the Lindsey state- 
ment by commenting that at the 
time of the contest Circuit Clerk 
Jim Ellis was called and asked 
about the amount of the bond that 
would be required and told that a 
$5,000 bond would be sufficient. 

Ellis took the stand and said that 
he did tell Blair that the $5,000 
bond would be needed, based upon 
related issues. 

The second part of the motion to 
dismiss dealt with the contention 
that the court was without jurisdic- 
tion in the matter. 

According to the motion, "The 
Court is wholly without ju- 
risdiction over this action, 
contest or proceeding in that 
a contest of an election may 
be filed only where a person 
has been declared elected to a 
municipal office. The defen- 
dant has not been declared 
elected to the office of 
mayor of the City of New 
Brockton," 

"The Court is without jurisdic- 
tion in this matter," said, Lindsey. 
"An election contest is only appli- 
cable when someone is elected to 
office and no one was elected in 
New Brockton, the election finished 
in a tic. This suit has no merit and 
at best is premature, There is noth- 
ing to contest!" 

Blair disagreed with Lindsey's ar- 
gument and alleged that since the 
election ended in a tie both men 


were declared winners. 

Judge Butts asked Blair who had 
certified both candidates as winners 
and Lindsey answered that "It is the 
duly elected council that must certi- 
fy the election and break the tie and 
that hasn't been done.No one has 
declared either man as the winner of 
the election and until it is done 
there can not be a contest." 

After a short discussion, Blair re- 
versed his earlier opinion and admit- 
ted that no one had been elected to 
the office of mayor. 

Judge Butts told both attorneys

now, anything that needs to be said 
needs to be said now for the record. 
It's going to be a long time getting 
this case settled and it appears it 
could go to the Supreme Court, in 
which case it could take at least a 
year,” 

Blair told the judge that if sub- 
poenas were delivered he would be 
ready to go to court in three weeks; 
however, Al Smith, the assistant 
District Attorney in Coffee County, 
stated the DA's office would file an 
objection to the subpoenas, which 
would have to be settled prior to the

There are certain keys to look for in a good translation. 


literal Bible translation? 


It should be « 


translation by a committee of translators, not an individual, and it should be 
based upon the best Hebrew and Greek texts available. The translation 
should be readable, and at the same time it should be an accurate reproduc- 
tion of the original text. The translation should also be balanced, and not 
done to promote some particular sect, such as the New World Translation 


produced by the Jehovah's Witnesses. 


The standard by which all translations must be measured is the King 
James Version (KJV) of 1611. It has stood the test of time. Strengths of the 
KJV include the fact that it was translated by a committee, from the best 
available text, and although not quite as readable as some modern versions, 
its language is readable to the educated person willing to study, Its weak- 
nesses include some outdated words, and occasional insertion of inaccurate 
words into the text, such as Acts 12:14 which substitutes the word "Easter" 


for the word "Passover." 


The most literal English translation is the American Standard Version 
(ASV), of 1881. Its greatest strength is also its greatest weakness. Because 
it is so literal, it is perhaps the most difficult translation to read, It some- 
times sacrifices the translation of the meaning of a passage to preserve the 


literal translation of the individual words. 


he ASV was translated by a 


committee of scholars, and was based on more manuscripts than the KJV. 

The Revised Standard Version (RSY), of 1946, is a committee transla- 
tion, but unfortunately contains many poor translations, and removes the 
Virgin birth of Christ from the text of Isaiah. The New English Bible 
(NEB), of 1961, is also a committee translation, but often completely disre- 
gards the original text, such as in Acts 20:7 where it substitutes "Saturday 
night" for “the first day of the week." The New International Version (NIV), 
of 1973, is perhaps the most accurate of the modern versions, but it has in- 
corporated many doctrinal errors into the text, and the first edition removed 
the virgin birth of Christ from the text. 

Paraphrases such as The Living Bible, Good News for Modern Man, and 
The Book, are not translations at all. Although they are readable, they are so 
inaccurate that they are a waste of time for the serious Bible student. 

The best translations for the serious Bible student are the American Stan- 


dard Version, and the Kin 


James Version, or an Upane King James Ver- 
sion called the New King James Version (NKJY). Us

Science Class Learns 
To Bend Glass

Mrs. Anita Grant's Chemistry and 
Physics classes participated in a labora- 
tory where they learned techniques of 
cutting, fire polishing, and bending 
glass tubing into ipacillc angles.

Horticulture Tips

Iris 


Iris are becoming more popular. 
It can be that newer gardners are 


finding that iris have their place and 
reason for being used, Iris foliage is 
rather dramatic, somewhat like an 
exclamation point. It’s this upright 
shape of the leaves that adds accent 
and contrast, The best contribution 
is, of course, the blooms. Time of 
bloom is also important for these 
beauties seem to fill a void produc- 
ing their flowers after early spring 
perennials flower and prior to the 
time daylilies flower. 

Planting Time - Iris are di- 
vided and planted during the fall. 
September and carly October are 
preferred months for transplanting. 
Larger rhizone consists of more 
than one growing point. If small di- 
visions containing only a single fan 
of leaves are used, try grouping 
three together, Allow 15-18 inches 
of space between the rhizones. 

Planting - Before planting, 
cut leaves to one-third their normal 
weight, After digging a hole, form 
a small ridge in the center. Place 
the iris rhizone on the ridge with 
roots trailing into the planting 
hole. Rhizones are planted. at or 
slightly above ground level in 
heavy soils. In light sandy soils the 
rhizone can be covered one to two 
inches deep. After covering, water 
well to settle the soil around the 
rool. 


Peach Tree Brown Rot 


Have you eagerly rushed out to 
your peach orchard, only to find 
that many of your peaches have fal- 
len victim to brown rot? Using 
proper sanitation practices you can 
go a long way to control the spread 
of brown rot. 

It's very important this time of 
year to pick up peaches that have 
dried up on limbs or fallen to the 
ground, It is also wise to prune dead 
limbs on the tree that could be har- 
boring brown rot fungus. 

Want to keep brown rot out of 
your peach trees? Clean up your or- 
chard now and be ready to start your 
spray program at b.oom next spring

Pest Problems Of Ferns 


Ferns have relatively few pest 
problems. However, when they do 
occur they can be devastating. The 
major pests of ferns include fern 
scale, hemispherical scale, and sev- 
eral species of mealy bugs. 

Scales are usually hard bodied in- 
sects without visible legs or means 
of movement. They may be white 
or brown, depending upon the in- 
sect. Mealy bugs are soft and appear 
to be covered with a white, mealy 
or downy substance. The presence 
of honeydew, a sticky syrup-like 
material on the foliage, is an indica- 
tion of fern scales or other insects. 
If the insects continue to excrete the 
"honeydew", a black mold-like al- 
gae or fungi develops and gives the 
entire fern a blackened appearance. 

When you purchase plants, in- 
spect them carefully to make certain 
they are free of insects. Check the 
tops and bottoms of the leaflets and 
the stems. Do not buy any plant 
showing the slightest sign of in- 
sects, 

For years, ferns were considered 
extremely sensitive to most com- 
mon insecticides, Consequently, a 
general recommendation was to dis- 
card plants infested with insects. 
Research in recent years indicates 


that many ferns are tolerant to some 
of our insecticides with only slight 
injury resulting. However, few, if 
any, pesticides are cleared by gov- 
ernmental agencies for use on ferns. 
Soapy water may still be the best 
treatment for insects on ferns. 

Ten nurserymen or greenhouse 
operators can be asked what soil 
mix they are using and, often, ten 
different mixes may be reported. 
These different mixes, however, 
have some common characteristics, 

There is no one perfect soil mix 
for any given growing operation. 
The mix which provides the best 
quality plant growth is relative to 
watering practices, fertility practic- 
es, container plant species and the 
preference of the grower, 

The following are soil mixes 
that have proven successful for nur- 
serymen and greenhouse operators: 

General Greenhouse Mix # 
1- | part sandy loam topsoil, 1 
part peat, | part perlite. 

General Greenhouse Mix 
#2 - 2 parts fine pine bark, 2 parts 
peat moss, 3 bags vermiculite. 

Woody Ornamental Mix 
#1 - 3 parts finely ground pine 
bark, 1 part sandy loam topsoil, | 
part slate (intermediate grade). 

Azalea Mix #1 - 3 parts fine- 
ly ground pine bark, 1 part peat, 1 
part slate (intermediate grade),

es. The basic nutrient amendments 
that are generally recommended are 
as follows (on a per cubic yard ba- 
sis)! 

10# Dolomitic limestone 

2#Superphosphate

migran and 5 ounces of Nulron.

Fun With Fruit 

Now that school has started in 
Coffee County, you may be won- 
dering what to pack in your child's 
lunch. Remember that fruit is a 
good source of vitamins and miner- 
als--if it's eaten. 

Pack fruits in a way that will en- 
cqurage your child to eat them, 
Core an apple, fill it with a mixture 
of peanut butter, raisins, chopped 
nuts, coconut or whatever interest- 
ing combination comes to mind, 
Wrap the apple in plastic wrap--and 
drop it in the lunch bag! 

Another idea is to create natural 
frozen fruit treats. Place individuals 
grapes, plums, peaches or necta- 


rines in freezer bags. Freeze until 
solid, than pack the freezer bag with 
the rest of the lunch ingredients. 
The fruit, partially thawed, is a 
sweet treat without all the sugar. 
These treats have the appeal of 
commercial novelties without the 
sugar or calories, and the cold bag 
will help keep the other ingredients 
chilled until lunch time. 


Protect The Children 


National Farm Safety Week will 
be observed September 18 through 
24. Accidents kill more children 
than any other cause, so it's impor- 
tant to reduce risks and teach chil- 
dren proper safety practices. The 
following tips may help Coffee 
Countians protect their children 
from accidents. \ 

Educate youngsters about the 
dangers of farm equipment. 

Keep firearms, chemicals, medi- 
cations, matches and tools out of 
reach of children, 

Keep play areas free of hazards, 
and enclose play areas for pre- 
schoolers. 

Teach children to swim, but nev- 
er let them swim without adult su- 
pervision. 

Before letting children ride bikes 
on public roads, make sure they 
know the rules of the road and can 
handle the bike well. Check to see 
that the bike is in good condition 
and has the required lighting safety 
devices. 

Make grain bins, shops, animal 
quarters, silos and chemical storage 
areas off limits to children. Lock 
and bar entry. Remove keys from 
motorized equipment to prevent 
children from starting it. 

Train and supervise young peo- 
ple in new jobs until you're sure 
they can do those chores safely. 

Encourage youths to take part in 
safety activities of local youth or- 
ganizations and schools. Involve 
them in "hazard hunts” around the 
house to make them more aware of 
safety. 

Do not allow children to be near 
animals and pastures except when 
supervised by an adult.

I've thought about Friday night's blowout many times and keep coming 
up with the same observations - (1) Elba didn't really play that well, and

info the contest, while the Trojans 
stand at 1-6 for the season. 

"Troy is a much improved team 
since the beginning of the season," 
stated Elba’s Coach Mack Wood, 
"and for the past five weeks they, 
have really played everybody tough; 
Their record isn't too impressive, 
but when you consider some of the 
losses were to teams like Andalu- 
sia, Pike County, Eufaula, Ozark 
and Stanhope Elmore and they beat 
Wetumpka, it is an entirely differ- 
ent story.” 

"Troy has played sound on both 
offense and defense in recent weeks 
and has developed into a very good 
football team,” added Wood. "On 
offense they run a wide open wish- 
bone that puts pressure on the de- 
fense all over the field. They have a 
big fullback that weighs 220 
pounds that pounds away at the 
middle and they also have the speed 
to get outside and break the long 
run at any time. Troy will spread 
out all over the field with two split- 
ends and try to hit you with the big 
play at any time. On offense they 
are like a time bomb waiting to go 
off! Over on defense, Troy uses a 
six man line and really plays hard 
against the run. They've got good 
linebackers and real good down line- 
men and as the season has 
progressed they have really grown 
up and turned into a solid defensive 
unit.” 

"If we hope to win we'll have to 
do four things," said Wood. "One, 
we'll have to stay away from mis- 
takes that cost you, like turnovers 
and penalties. We can't lay the ball 
down against a good team like Troy 
and we certainly can't continue to 
make as many penalties as we've 
been making. Two, we'll have to 
play our best game of the year on 
defense in every way. We'll have to 
be alert and play smart in the secon- 
dary and at the same time be real 
physical in the line and tackle well. 
Three, we will have to move the 
ball consistently and sustain drives 
to keep the ball away trom Troy. 
We'll have to be balanced and be ef- 
fective both running and passing. 
Four, we will have to have an out- 
standing kicking game. They have 
the speed to break a long run on 
kicks and we'll have to do a good 
job punting and kicking." 

"This will be a very tough game 
for us," said Wood, "and we'll find 
out a lot about our team in the 
game." 

When asked about last week's 
win over Rehobeth, Coach Wood 
stated "We knew Rehobeth was 
young and in a rebuilding year and 
it showed in the second half They 
came to play and gave us a battle 
for a while and they never gave up. 
We played sound football and got a 
chance to get everyone into the 
ballgame. I was proud of the team's 
effort and proud of the team for 
playing well in the second half, but 
I certainly wasn't proud of the pen- 
alties. The passing game was im- 
proved and we did an adequate job 
running, while the line blocked bet- 
ter in the second half, The defense 
improved in the second half and 
while we didn't play that well up 
front, we did play a lot of folks.” .

The Elba Tigers gave a large 
homecoming crowd plenty to cheer 
about Friday night as they blasted 
the Rehobeth Rebels 55-0 to claim 
the Class 3A, Area 3 football 
championship.

Janie T. Donald was blessed 
with an ear for music. She yearned 
for the education to read notes. Al- 
though her mother could not afford 
music lessons for her, she wheeled 
and dealed with a friend, Carolyn 
Paine, to teach her to read notes. 
One of the deals was: "I'll wash 
dishes after every meal if you'll 
teach me to read notes!" 

I visited Mrs. Janie Wednesday, 
Oct. 5, as I was in Tuscumbia vi- 
siting my daughter Joyce B. John- 
son and family. 

When I arrived at her house a big 
hug and "Hello, come on in,” greet- 
ed me. As we began talking, Mrs. 
Donald said: 

"Several years ago I taught 
school in Enterprise and Enterprise 
was home for quite some time and J 
had relatives there. By the way, 
how are my friends down there?" 

"Mrs. Donald, you are well 
known here in your home town of 
Tuscumbia; what and who motivat- 
ed you to realize your dream of be- 
coming a great pianist?” 

“With me was the feeling that 
with God's help I could do and be 
what I wanted to be. And then my 
family saw how dedicated I was to 
music and helped me. 

"An aunt offered to pay $2 a 
month for music lessons; | really 
got my money's worth - I worked 
and studied hard. | continued to 
wash dishes and scrub floors to pay 
for my lessons. 

"| graduated as valedictorian from 
Trenholm High School in Tuscum- 
bia and was awarded a scholarship 
to Talladega College, a school 
founded for blacks by the Quakers 
following the Civil War. 

"When the school year ended, | 
had to find a job to pay for the food 
my scholarship didn't cover. Know- 
ing that $2 to $3 was the most I 
could make a week in Tuscumbia, I 
migrated north to live with relatives 
in Chicago where a girl could make 
as much as $10 a week. 

"I found employment as a maid 
for a wealthy white family who 
owned a music publishing busi- 
ness. 'I wasn't going to slay on no- 
body for nothing.’ I was cook, 
housekeeper and babysitter for the 
family -- I had to do everything. 

"I was fresh from down South 
and didn’t know anything but work 
anyway. They liked that Southern 
fried chicken - they liked it so much 
they made me an offer I couldn't re- 
fuse; at the end of the summer they 
offered to pay my college expenses 
if 1 would stay in Chicago and con- 
tinue to work. 

"I enrolled in Crane college, then 


attended the American Conservatory 
of Music. My teachers were beauti- 
ful to me. They thought I'd be a 
great success as a concert pianist. I 
knew I didn't have the money for 
Julliard; I wanted to teach in the 
public schools so I could teach chil- 
dren the beauty of music. 

"I got my first job at Trenholm 
High School then went to Enter- 
prise Academy before transferring to 
West Highland School in Lawrence- 
burg, Tenn. 

"I was teaching three years in 
Tennessee before integration came 
to Alabama, but in the meantime 
my new white students developed a 
strong affection for me, and a few 
of my old students got jealous. 

"One of my students came up 
and asked me why I let ‘those old 
white kids hug me.'

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Jim Driskell returned to mayor's post 
by vote of New Brockton City Council 


The New Brockton-City Council 
met on Monday night, October 17, 
at City Hall and voted 4-1 to elect 
incumbent Jim Driskell as the 
city's mayor for the next four years 

The mayor's seat had been empty 
since the September runoff election 
when Driskell and councilman Rob- 
ert Miles both received a total of 
215 votes; however, no action 
could be taken until the Monday 
night meeting because of a lawsuit 
filed by Miles contesting the results 
of the election on the contention 
that Driskell had allegedly received 
illegally cast votes, 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts dis 
missed the election contest late last 
week after a preliminary hearing and 
according to state law, the election 
of a mayor then fell into the hands 
of the council. 

City attorney Kenneth Fuller 
told the councilmen Monday night 
that he had reviewed the law and it 
was clearly stated that in the event 
of a tie vote cast in a runoff elec- 
tion, the tie would be broken by a 
majority vote of the city's clected 
officials. 

Fuller added that since the law 
recognizes the fact that the council 
is composed of five council mem- 
bers and a mayor, it would take four 
(4) voles to make a majority. 

"There is no deadline set in the 
law in which a mayor must be cho- 
sen,” stated Fuller, "but it is my 
feeling that somewhere down the 
line you as council members can be 
forced to elect a mayor." 


Councilman Britt Lee asked 
Fuller what would happen if a 
Grand Jury indicted one of the two 
men seeking the mayor's post and 
threw out votes that may have been 
cast illegally and the attorney an- 
swered “What the Grand Jury does 
will have no impact what so ever 
on who ts clected by this council, 
The Grand Jury can't change votes 
and will not rule on how anyone 
voted. Election violations are mis- 
demeanors and the Grand Jury acts 
only on felonies, Unless a convic- 
tion is returned that would disquali 
fy an official, those elected will not 
be effected by the actions of a Grand 
Jury.” 

Fuller also stated that the absen- 
tee ballots cast in the runoff elec- 
tion hud been subpoenaed by the 
District Attorney's office, but said 
that he had refused to surrender the 
ballots over to the investigators. 

"The District Attorney had no 
right to the ballots without a court 
order and I doubt that any court will 
get involved in how citizens voted 
in an election.” 

Councilman Charles Cole stated 
"If any illegal activity took place I 
hope it does come out! If we elect a 
man to the post of mayor and later 
find that he had done something il- 
legally, I think the council will 
have the authority.to removed him 
from office through impeachment." 

Councilman Lee then made a 
motion that the election of a mayor 
be tabled until the completion of 
the investigation by the DA, only 


to see the motion die for the lack of 
a second 

Councilman Cole then made a 
motuon that the council elect a 
mayor at the meeting “tonight” and 
it passed by a vote of 4-1, with Lee 
opposed. 

Lee made a motion to elect Rob- 
ert Miles as mayor and stated "I 
think that Miles is the proper 
choice because he carried three of 
the five districts in both the elec- 
uion and the runoff,” 

This motion also died for the 
lack of a second and then Cole made 
a mouon that Jim Driskell be elect- 
ed to the post. 

Laymon Tindol seconded the 
mouon and Driskell was elected by 
a vote of 4-1, with Lee again in op- 
position, 

Following the meeting, Cole 
stated "I made the motion because I 
felt the City of New Brockton need- 
ed a mayor now! It is time for the 
city to move forward and I think 
that New Brockton has gone 
through enough embarrassment be- 
cause of the entire situation, I 
would have been criticized no mat- 
ter which man I chose to support 
and I supported who I felt was the 
best man for the job." 

Mayor Driskell was emotional 
after being elected and said "I am 
sorry that this had to happen and I 
wish it had been settled during the 
election. I feel very proud that the 
members of the council had the 


confidence in me to put me back in.

Patrick reinstated to police force, suit settled by action 


A unanimous vote by the Elba 
City Council in a special meeting 
Tuesday afternoon restored former 
police officer Michael Patrick to the 
force as part of a settlement of the 
$250,000 lawsuit he had filed in 
federal court following his dismis- 
sal last March. 

The council first heard a recom- 


mendation by City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan that it was his “unquali- 
fied recommendation" the council 
accept the settlement. The agree- 
ment, which was spelled out in a 
letter from his Montgomery lawyer, 
called for the officer to be put back 
to work as a policeman, receive 
back pay of approximately $4800; 


legal fees and out-of-pocket expens- 
es of $5600 and $2500 damages for 
the ordeal, The City had until Wed- 
nesday afternoon (yesterday) to ac- 
cept the settlement. 

Vaughan explained that this was 
so both sides would know if it was 
necessary to go forward with pre- 
trial work that was going to in- 


Elba City Council meets with Hospital Authority 


Mayor Fred Moore and the mem- 
bers of the Elba City Council met 
with the Elba Hospital Authority 
on Thursday, October 13 and dis- 
cussed the status of the hospital and 
its lease with National Healthcare. 

"This is just an informal meet- 
ing between the council and author- 
ity," stated Cook, who acts as 
chairman of the authority, " and 
Mayor Moore requested the meeting 
to bring all council members 
abreast of what is going on at the 
hospital.” 

Mayor Moore asked Cook about 
the status of the hospital and was 
told "The Elba General Hospital is 
under lease to National Healthcare, 
which means during the tenure of 
the lease National Healthcare acts 
almost as owners of the facility. 
There are many details in the lease 
that must be met to keep the lease 


valid, one of which is to provide 


quality health care to the people of 


Elba, and at the present time all de- 
tails of the lease are being complied 
with,” 

Continuing, Cook stated "The 
hospital was leased to National 
Healthcare for an initial period of 
five years, with an option to renew, 
and it Was a good lease for the city. 
The council was in favor of leasing 
the facility and by leasing it the 
council relieved itself of an annual 
expenditure of. $75,000. The City 
of Elba still owns the hospital, it 
simply leases the facility." 

When councilman Randy Bed- 
sole asked about the status of the 
present lease, Cook answered "The 
lease was for five years with the op- 
tion to renew at the discretion of 
the authority. The lease would have 
expired on September 30 if it had

not been renewed; however, the 
lease was not terminated and in es- 
sence the hospital is still under 
lease to National Healthcare. If Na- 
tional Healthcare defaults in its 
lease the hospital will revert back 
to the authority and city, but unless 
a default occurs, National Health- 
care is still operating the facility." 

Hospital Authority attorney 
Merrill Shirley explained that the 
authority was originally formed as 
the Elba Hospital Board, but the 
name was changed to satisfy certain 
aspects of the lease. 

"The authority is in existence to 
insure the health care needs of the 
community are met,” said Shirley. 
"The members are appointed by the 
council for six year terms, but the 
council is not a voting member of 
the authority. The authority acts as 
custodian of the property and reve- 
nue generated by the hospital.” 

Councilman John Waylon 
Sharpless told the members of the 
authority that he had heard rumors 
about National Healthcare removing 
equipment from the Elba facility 
and Cook again answered the con- 
cern by saying "Nothing that was 
not included in the assets of Nation- 
al Healthcare or that was sold to 
National Healthcare has been re- 
moved, to the knowledge of the au- 
thority. We too have heard the ru- 
mors share the concern, but we 
have checked into the rumors and 
feel confident that nothing thal 
doesn't belong to National Health- 
care has been moved to another hos- 
pital." 

"When the hospital was leased to 
National Healthcare everything that 
wasn't considered fixed assets was 
sold to the company,” said Cook, 
"and the money is still in the bank. 
An audit has been conducted at the 
request of the authority and at a fu- 
ture date we would like to get back 
together and go over it with the

crease the expenses on both sides. 

The council met, heard the rec- 
ommendation of the lawyer, and 
again went into executive session 
for about 15 minutes before coming 
out and taking the settlement ac- 
tion. 

Vaughan stressed that even 
though he thought the case should 
be settled, he wanted the council to 
make its own decision and not just 
do what he said. He added that this 
settlement would get Elba out of 
the matter at the least financial cost 
to the city. 

The motion was made by coun- 
cil member John W, Sharpless and 
seconded by Bill Brunson, after they 
heard Mayor Fred Moore state he 
recommended the council take the 
advice of the city attomey and settle 
the case. 

Also questioned was Police 
Chief Freddie Hanchey who told the 
council he could work with the offi- 
cer. 


Bobby Baker named as 
new coroner for Elba

Bobby Baker, of Elba, has been 
named coroner of the Elba division, 
Coffee County by Governor Guy 
Hunt. The appointment was effec- 
tive October 11th. 

Baker was appointed to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation 
of Fred Moore who stepped down 
when he was elected mayor of Elba. 
There are approximately two more 
years remaining on the term of the 
elective office. 

There were several local citizens 
who were interested in the appoint- 
ment even though it is rare for 
more than one candidate to run for 
the four year term during election 
years. 

In a letter from Governor Hunt 
announcing the appointment, Baker 
was congratulated on his qualifica- 
tions for the office. Hunt also stated 
he felt confident Baker would do an 
excellent job in the position. 

Baker is a native of Elba, is a 
farmer and has been active in the 
Elba Rescue Squad since December 
1985 where he is presently serving 
as Assistant Captain. 

He is currently classified as an 
Emergency Medical Technician Il 
and has completed the educational 
requirements to be licensed as a par- 
amedic.

Election contest dismissed 


The selection of a new mayor for 
the City of New Brockton apparent- 
ly fell into the lap of the New 
Brockton City Council last week 
after the courts dismissed an elec- 
tion challenge filed by a former 
councilman who finished the runoff 
election in a deadlock with the 
city's incumbent mayor. 

Former councilman Robert 
Miles filed an election challenge on 
September 19 and alleged that in- 
cumbent Mayor Jim Driskell re- 
ceived votes illegally, which would 
change the final vote count and give 
the post of mayor to Miles. 

A hearing was conducted by Cir- 
cuit Judge Terry Butts on Thursday, 
October 6, at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and both parties were 
present and submitted motions be- 
fore the court. 

A motion to have Gareth Lind- 
sey removed as counsel for Driskell 
on the basis that his law partner 
was the city attorney in New Brock- 
ton was rejected by Judge Butts, 
while two motions to dismiss the 
suit were filed by Lindsey. 

In announcing his ruling last 
week, Judge Butts stated “The mat- 
ter presented to the Court is of vital 
interest not only to the parties, but 
also to the City of New Brockton. 
The facts on pending motions, as 
presented to the Court by attorneys 
for both parties, are not in dispute. 
Plaintiff Miles and Defendant Dris- 
kell each received the exact same 
number of votes for the office of 
Mayor of the City of New Brockton 
in the election held on September 
13, 1988. Tn open court and 
on the record, all parties 
agreed that neither Plaintiff 
Miles nor Defendant Driskell 
has been declared elected as 
Mayor. No official action has 
been taken other than the filing of 
this election contest. 

In issuing a ruling, the Court is 
bound to follow the law, both stat- 
utory law as well as case law. 
Election contests are statu- 
tory and by law are to be 
construed strictly by the 
Court. The Court points out that 
the only issue before the 
Court at this time is the Mo- 
tion to Dismiss the Election Con- 
test on the grounds that (1) The 
bond and security given for the 
costs of the contest is not sufficient 
to confer jurisdiction on the court 
to proceed with same in that it fails 
to give security for the costs of the 
contest as required....., and (2) The 
Court is wholly without jurisdic- 
tion over this action, contest or 
proceeding in that a contest of an 
election may be filed only where a 
person has been declared clected to a 
municipal office. The defendant has 
not been declared elected to the of- 
fice of Mayor of the City of New 


Brockton, Alabama." 

Continuing, Judge Butts stated 
"As stated, this two-pronged mo- 
tion is the only issue before the 
Court for ruling at the moment. 
Whether or not there were il- 
legal votes cast as alleged in 
the Complaint is not before 
the Court for ruling---only 
the two grounds to dismiss 
are before the Court. The 
only evidence heard to date 
is evidence on the Motion to 
Dismiss as stated hereina- 
bove. The issue presented to 
the Court for ruling is a 
clod-blooded issue of law. 
Rumors, personalities, character, 
honesty, integrity, allegations of il- 
legal votes, etc.---none of these--- 
(nor any aspect of the election con- 
test) is before the Court for rul- 
ing....based solely on the law 
and nothing else. 

As decided by the Alabama Su- 
preme Court, it appears that the 
case of Groom vy. Taylor...., is 
squarely on point. In said case, the 
Alabama Supreme Court stated 'A 
contest of an election may be filed 
only where a_ person has 
been declared elected to a 
municipal office and hence this 
court is wholly without jurisdiction 
over this action, contest, proceed- 
ing.’ 

The Supreme Court further stat- 
ed in the above mentioned case 
“That no one was declared elected in 
the first clection and that a contest 
can only be had against one 
declared elected" and also stated 
"That proceedings of this kind are- 
purcly statutory, they are to be 
stricly construed as to those provi- 
sions for inaugurating the contest 
and which are necessary to involve 
jurisdiction,” 

Butts ruled "It follows then, that 
if the case of Groom v. Taylor, as 
decided by the by the Alabama Su- 
preme Court, is in fact the control- 
ling law, then the Motion to 
Dismiss the Election is due 
to be granted." 

Butts invited and encouraged the 
parties to appeal the decision of the 
Court and pointed out that in ap- 
pealing the decision the Alabama 
Supreme Court would have the op- 
portunity to advise the trial court if 
the trial court has erroneously inter- 
preted the case of Groom vy. Taylor. 

Miles will have 42 days from 
the date of the ruling to appeal the 
decision. 

In a related matter, officials at 
the Coffee County District Attor- 
ney's Office reported that it had re- 
ceived a complaint concerning the 
New Brockton mayoral election and 
was investigating the complaint.
